For three years Mr. Du Armlt 
has mode persistent efforts to have hia 
coal mined from 10 to 15 cents cheaper 
than his competitors. Being in aa Isolat¬ 
ed locality, he persuaded his mea to sign 
coi.tr*eta fa mine coal at 54 cents. Thu 
Pittsburg rate last year waa 70 cents, 
and the ofllcer* of the miners' organisa¬ 
tion voluntarily cut It to 54 cents In the 
hope of bringing Mr. De Armlt fa time. 
The miner* became restlev*. and about 
tbs last of the year they struck. They 
easily got a raise to 00 cents, but In the 
spring tbe operators again mlucpd the 
rate tu 54 cents. That led to the strike 
brat July nd the demand for OB cents.
